More than that, he 
points out that the lack of cloture in 
the senate has often allowed a few 
men to place upon the appropriation 
bills amendments of aa-irnproperchar 
acter, forcing a majority of the senate 
to accede to the minority and forcing 
the entire house of representatives to 
grant an unjust claim or appropriation 


Plenty of Talk. 


It has been stated that a majority of 


the senate is now in favor of some sort 
of cloture. If the matter is evei 
brought into the senate it will mean an 
everlasting amount of talk. It is 
doubtful whether cloture can be adopt- 
ed, even with a majority in favor of 
it, unless perhaps some such- sugges 
tion as'Underwood has made regarding 
revenue and appropriation bills shall 
only be included. This would not sat 
isfy quite a number of men who are 
for cloture because they want cloture 
for other legislation. 


Wards of the Nation. 


Taking the history of the settlement 


and development of America, there if 
no doubt that the Indians have got 
the worst of every deal. This is no 
place to go into a long recitation as 
to whether the rights of the Indians 
who occupied America when it was 
first discovered, should be respected 
but in dealing with them about theii 
lands they have generally been worst- 
ed by the white man.

Senator Kobin 
sou of Arkansas was speaking of what 
had happened regarding irrigation ol 
Indian reservations and declared that 
"a history of the irrigation proj- 
ects constructed on Indian reserva- 
tions at Indian expense showed that 
the principal benefits have gone to the 
white men."

an amendment in the Indian bill foi 
the relief of the Choctaw Indians in 
Mississippi Senator Owen suggested 
that these Indians had an opportunity 
to go west and settle in Oklahoma and 
they ought to have done so.

Oklahoma senator. 


"They were urged to leave the Leaf 


and Pearl river bottoms and the 
Youghiogheny," replied Williams. 


"The senator from Oklahoma surely 


never ate a Youghiogheny squirrel, and 
he never ate one of those channel cats 
out of the streams of that-part of Mis- 
sissippi."

to stay, and he did not blame them.

The Curragh (a plnhi in the County 


Kildure. Ireland! is a stretch of open 
ground of about 4.800 acres and serves 
the twin purposes of a large military 
camp and a race course, and in the lat-

A. D., at which peiiod, if records may 
be accepted, chariot races were a di 
version which the people of the time 
permitted themselves.

Beef, eggs, biead 


with a certain amount of sugar contain 
all that is necessary for nutrition, but 
to keep the body in perfect working or- 
der food of a coarser bulk is necessary. 
This explains the health giving qualities 
of some of the coarser vegetables, such 
as cabbage, turnips, dandelion greens and 
BO forth, food highly relished by those 
who live sufficiently active lives to digest 
them. For more delicate organisms fruit 
is the best bulk supplier and in some 
form should be eaten daily. Apples, pears, 
grapes, oranges and figs are particularly 
useful in this connection. 


A glass of hot water with the juice of 


half a lemon in it drank on arising cures 
many stubborn cases of 
constipation. 
Physical exercises, especially those that 
call the abdominal muscles into play, are 
most effective and when carried out rejni- 
larly with an appropriately arranged diet 
can be relied on to effect permanent 
cures.

mon yellow soap and dissolve it in one 


uart of hot water. 
When cool add 


one and a half .fluid ounces of spirits of 
turpentine. Put all in a bottle, cork 
it and shake well together. 
Take a 


sponge or soft brush and apply some 
of the solution to the printed surface. 
Let it soak for a few minutes. Lay it 
face down upon the paper on which 
the transfer is required and press both 
together evenly between the leaves of 
a thick book placed under weights. In 
a time varying from half a minute to 
several hours, according to the new- 
ness of the printed original, it will be 
transferred in reverse.

TORRENS LAND 


IAW MAKES WORK 


FOR OFFICIALS 


The new Torrens land law, pro- 


viding for registration of land and 
state guarantee of titles, became -ef- 
fective today. 
Officials do not ex- 


pect applications for registration for 


Copies of the forms have been for- 


warded each county clerk, recorder 
and probate judge, but they are not 
to be furnished to applicants, each 
person being required to furnish the 
form upon which his application is 
made. 


Officials in whose hands is placed 


the operation of the, law say .that it 
will entail almost endless work and 
complain that the fees are not large 
enough to cover the actual cost in 
some departments. 


The Torrens law is to safeguard 


and insure title'to real estate. 
It 


provides that upon application an ex- 
aminer will hunt up records of the 
property and if they are clean the 
court will, for a certain fee, insure 
the title and defend it against claim- 


ants including the state. If the title 
is clouded cue application \viu oe 10- 
jected.

official, have been planned, and the occasion will be remembered on the Fourth 
of July of this year. The government decided to repair and restore~the historic 
frigate Constellation at a cost of $50,000, so that the vessel might be taken to 
Baltimore for exhibition in September during "The Star Spangled Banner" 
centennial at Fort AlcHenry and afterward statione-d permanently in the 
Potomac river, near the Washington monument and tho Lincoln memorial 
The frigate has be,en stationed at the naval training station at Newport, R. 1. 
and is the oldest vessel in the American navy.
